Stewardship quotas stay at 1985 levels

BAY PARK — ‘‘Never in the history of the Church in 
the Diocese of San Diego was the Church involved in 
more services to the poor, the impoverished, the 
dispossessed, the neglected, the homeless,’’ Bishop Leo 
T. Maher said Jan. 24 at a meeting of pastors to kick-off 
the annual Stewardship campaign. 


‘‘Never in the history of this diocese was there a 
stronger financial Church than today. Thanks to 
Stewardship we have paid our debts, built new churches, 
parishes, centers,’’ Bishop Maher told about 50 priests at 
the meeting held at the Church of St. Mary Magdalene 
here. 


“(PLANS FOR more development must be met if we 
are to care for the needs of the great growth around. 
Thanks to your leadership and the generosity of our 
people we are meeting many of our needs,’’ Bishop 
Maher added. 

Father William Kraft, the diocesan Stewardship 
director, told the priests that the Stewardship quotas for 
1985 will remain at 1984 levels. 

Although the 1985 Stewardship goals were held at 1984 
levels, Father Kraft added, ‘‘this is the last year we.can 
hold a lid on (them) in light of the growth in the area. 


THE 1985 goal is $1,673,000 to be used to pay for 
‘‘essential services’’ provided by the diocese, Father Kraft 


said. Among the diocesan services funded through 
Stewardship are evangelization and adult education, 
liturgy and prayer, religious education (general and 
Spanish), youth ministries and scouting, disabled 
persons, family ministries, Hispanic ministry, vocations 
office, St. Francis Seminary and new parish development. 


‘‘Stewardship is a winning program,”’ Father Kraft 
said. One reason for its success is pastors tailor 
Stewardship to their parishes, he added. 


The ‘‘zeal’’ put into the program is “‘infectious...and 


will spread to the people,’’ Father Kraft told the pastors. 


“PASTORS ARE the key to the success of 
Stewardship,’ Father Kraft said during an earlier 
interview. Pastors are responsible ‘‘for the tremendous 
success of the program over the past 12 years,’’ he noted. 


Since Stewardship’s inception 12 years ago, all but 
three percent of amount pledged has been collected, 
Father Kraft said. Last year’s average pledge was $114, 
he added. : 


A parish can raise funds for its own needs through 
Stewardship, Father Kraft explained. Any amount 
collected over the goal set for the parish is returned to it to 
be used as needed. Most of the money pledged in new 
parishes is returned to the parish, he said, citing St. 
Elizabeth Seton in Carlsbad as an example.

Different experiences led them from pews to the pulpit

SAN DIEGO — What has brought Charlie Osburn, 
Marilynn Kramar and Dean Barreca from their pews to 
the pulpit? Desperation motivated Osburn’s journey. He 
was working 18-hour days as honorary mayor of 
Warrington, Fla., and as owner of a restaurant, adjacent 
office building and luxurious colonial home. But he 
became so anxious about his possessions, at age 35, he 
needed liquor to relax. 


For the next eight years he was ‘‘on a fast-moving 
freight train and didn’t know how to get off.’ Three-day 
gambling sprees were eating up his income and eroding 
his family life. At age 43 he was on the brink of financial 
ruin and drank a fifth of liquor every day. He drove to 
south Florida to get a real estate license, but failed the 
examination. ; 


HE TRUDGED into his restaurant one day where the 
sole customer was Father James E. Smith of Pensacola. 
For five hours the priest talked with him about God’s 
unconditional love and what the Church had to offer. It 


sounded like a foreign 
language, but desperation 
drove Osburn to four more 
visits with Father Smith. 


“Charlie, you have to 
give it all to Jesus — your 
life, your wife, your kids,”’ 
the priest said. He laid 
hands on him and asked 
God to send the Holy Spirit 
to this broken man. A few 
months later, after 
attending prayer meetings, 
the presence of God came 
over him; Jesus was Lord 
of his life and he was ready 
to give Him everything, 
Osburn said. 

He hung a huge picture of Jesus in the foyer of the 
restaurant and gave away food instead of selling it. He 
converted the liquor lounge into a dormitory. New 


Charlie Osburn 
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Vatican announces 
extraordinary synod

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II said Jan. 


_ 25 that he is calling an extraordinary Synod of Bishops 


this year to discuss the applications of the Second Vatican 
Council which ended 20 years ago. 


The pope made the announcement during a Mass in 
the Basilica of St. Paul-Outside-the-Walls held at the end 
of the annual Week of Prayer for Christian Unity. 


HE SAID the synod would be held Nov. 25 to Dec. 8 
““to favor the further study and constant introduction of 
Vatican II in the life of the Church, in the light also of 
new needs.”’ 


Archbishop Jozef Tomko, secretary general of the 
Synod of Bishops, said the 140 presidents of Catholic 
bishops’ conferences would be called to the extraordinary 
meeting-as well as eastern Church patriarchs. 


The purpose of the synod is threefold, the archbishop 
said: 
¢ To commemorate the “‘spirit of communion and 
collegiality’’ resulting from Vatican II. 


e To ‘‘examine the realizations or applications of 
Vatican II.”’ 


e To promote ‘‘the applications and realizations of 
all the possibilities (and) richness of Vatican IT.”’ 


Archbishop Tomko noted that Pope John XXIII 
announced the Second Vatican Council on Jan. 25, 1959 
and that the council ended on Dec. 8, 1965. 


The fall synod is being called extraordinary because it 
is called outside the normal three-year cycle of bishops’ 
synods, the archbishop said. The next ordinary synod is 
scheduled for 1986. 


THE SECOND Vatican Council resulted in major 
reforms of the liturgy, strongly promoted ecumenical 
dialogue with Christian churches and emphasized 
collegiality in relations between the bishops and the pope. 


The council was conducted in four sessions spread over 
more than three years. The first session ran from Oct. 11 
to Dec. 8, 1962. The last session ended Dec. 8, 1965. 


‘A balance is needed to keep-direction,’’ Pope John 
Paul said Jan. 26, answering reporters’ questions on the 
papal flight to Caracas, Venezuela. Caracas was the first 
stop on an 11-day visit to South America and the 
Caribbean. 


THE POPE said he expected Christian unity to be a 
key topic of the extraordinary synod. 


He said the synod is not a step backward from Church 
reforms sparked by the council. Some people want more 
reform, but they do not see_all the progress that has 
already been made, he said. The decision to call the synod 
is a ‘‘confirmation of our attitude toward the council,’’ he 
said. 


During the in-flight press conference the pope said he 
doubts there will be another Church council during his 
pontificate. ‘‘Much more time has to pass,’’ he said. 


It has a precedent

(NC) — The 1985 extraordinary assembly of the world 
Synod of Bishops will be only the second since the world 
synods were established after the Second Vatican 
Council. 


Pope Paul VI convened the first one Oct. 11-27, 1969, 
to ‘‘examine ways to assure a better cooperation”’ 
between the Vatican and individual bishops’ conferences. 


IN HIS Jan. 25 announcement of the 1985 synod, 
scheduled for Nov. 25-Dec. 8, Pope John Paul II said it 
would review the application of the Second Vatican 
Council’s teachings ‘‘in the light of new demands.’’- 


An extraordinary assembly of the world synod has 
fewer members than an ordinary assembly — top Vatican 
officials and the presidents of bishops’ conferences around 
the world make up its main membership — and Church 
law suggests that such meetings are meant to handle 
special crises or matters of particular urgency in the 
Church. 


Canon 346 of the new Code of Canon Law says an 
extraordinary synod is ‘‘for the purpose of dealing with 
matters which require speedy resolution.”’

ACQUITTED — Jack Elder, director of a 
Catholic Church-supported shelter for Central 
American refugees, was acquitted Jan. 24 of 
illegally transporting Salvadoran aliens. Elder, 
41, was indicted by a federal grand jury in 
April 1984 for transporting three Salvadoran 
refugees to a local bus station from Casa Oscar 
Romero in San Benito, Texas. The casa is 
sponsored by the Diocese of Brownsville. 


ENCOURAGEMENT — Pope John Paul 
II has encouraged Brazil’s progress toward 
justice. and brotherhood, and has offered the 
Church’s help in working for the good of the 
country. Speaking less than-a week after an 
election replaced Brazil’s ruling military 
regime with a civilian government, the pope 
said the country risked violence unless it made 
human dignity the basis of social reform. 


‘NOT OBSCENE’ — A Paris court ruled 
Jan. 28 that a film depicting the Blessed Virgin 
Mary naked with Joseph was not 
“pornographic or particularly obscene.” 
Citing the ‘‘fundamental right to artistic 
freedom,’’ the judge dismissed a case by two 
lay Catholic groups asking to have the film 
banned across France. Some religious groups 
have said the movie, Hail Mary, is ‘‘deeply 
blasphemous.”’ It ; »rtrays Mary as the teen- 
age daughter of a gas station manager, Joseph 
as a cabbie and the Archangel Gabriel as a 
foul-mouthed, vidlent drifter. 


BISHOP DIES — Bishop Lawrence A. 
Glenn, 84, bishop of the Diocese of Crookston, 
Minn. from 1960 to 1970, died Jan. 26 in 
Bemidji, Minn. He suffered a stroke Jan. 21 
and had been hospitalized since then. The 
funeral Mass was to be celebrated Jan. 30 in 
the Cathedral of the Immaculate Conception 
in Crookston with Bishop Victor H. Balke of 
Crookston as main celebrant. 


DECISION BACKED — A Vatican press 
office decision to exclude an Italian journalist 
from accompanying the pope on the papal 
flight to South America was backed by 


Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, Vatican secretary 
of state. The barred journalist, Domenico Del 
Rio of the Italian daily La Repubblica, had 
written an article critical of Pope John Paul 
II’s trips outside Italy. 


MILITARY MOVE — The U.S. Military 
Vicariate, based in New York since it was 
formed, is to be moved to the Washington 
area, a vicariate official said. A report on the 
planned move appeared in the Jan. 28 issues of 
Army Times, Navy Times and Air Force Times, 
related civilian-run weekly magazines for U.S. 
military personnel. The U.S. Military 
Vicariate is in charge of Catholic chaplaincies 
in the U.S. armed forces. It is bigger by 
population than any territorial diocese in the 
country, with responsibility for more than 2 
million Catholics. 


95 THESES — Five union activists dressed 
like bishops attached ‘‘95 theses of the 
unemployed’’ to the door at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral in Pittsburgh, criticizing what they 
said was the Catholic Church’s lack of concern 
for the unemployed. The activists were 
members of the Network to Save the Mon- 
Ohio Valleys. The Ohio and Monongahela 
river valley area has been hard hit by the 
closing of aging steel plants. The activists, 
clothed in robes and miters and carrying staffs, 
said they were especially angry because of 
Pittsburgh Bishop Anthony J. Bevilacqua’s 
Task Force on Unemployment that they said 
consisted mainly of those sympathetic to 
Pittsburgh corporations. 


TRIAL RECOMMENDED — A special 
prosecutor said Jan. 23 that the Philippines’ 
top general should be tried for allegedly 
covering up the 1983 murders of opposition 
leader Benigno Aquino and the man originally 
accused of killing him. The prosecutor also 
recommended bail of $790 for Gen. Fabian 
Ver, who has been suspended as the armed 
forces chief of staff. 


29 ARRESTED — Twenty-nine people 
were arrested Jan. 22 while kneeling on the 
steps of the U.S. Supreme Court building and 
praying for an end to abortion. The protesters 
were charged with violating federal law 
prohibiting demonstrations at the Supreme 
Court building or its grounds. The charge 
carries a $100 fine or 60 days in jail or both.

They teach the Word in the local words 


In very many parts of the world the local language or dialect would never have 
taken shape in the written or printed form had it not been for Catholic missionaries. 
They have put The Word into words the locals can read and write. 

Two recent instances are notable. There’s a new book published for Mass and 
hymns in Papeete, Tahiti, and it’s called ‘‘Mau himene no te Puretutia.’’ Thanks to 
the painstaking work of Father Ernest Amans, a Sacred Heart priest, the islanders 
can now sing the hymns and follow the Mass in their own language. It is a fitting 
celebration of the 150th anniversary of the Church in Tahiti and has brought new 


meaning to liturgies in the South Seas. 


Then, thousands of miles away, up in Hudson Bay, Canada, the Inuit people, 
Eskimos, now have the first Catholic translation of the New Testament in their 


language, ‘‘Inuktitut’ 


”. This is the fruit of two years of labor by Father Theophile 


Didier, Missionary Oblate of Mary Immaculate (OMI) who has worked in the Arctic 
regions of Manitoba since 1935 and is now 73 years old. 

Father Theophile’s comment was typical: ‘‘I am happy to have dedicated the best 
years of my life to the translation of the New Testament.”’ 

His words could be echoed in various parts of the missionary world, where local 
missionary priests and brothers have labored to bring a local unwritten language into 
written form, and then proceeded to use it for translation of The Word itself. From 
Africa to the snows of Canada, from the South Sea islands to China missionaries 
have, down through the centuries, pioneered this noble task. 

Participation and understanding are the key to knowledge of the faith and the 
liturgy. Latin was once the universal language of the Church — and still is in official 


communications. But the strides made since Vatican II in bringing liturgy and the 
music of the Church in the vernacular has been perhaps the major effect of that 


Council. 


Participation and understanding — two essentials, which often we take for granted. 
In our understanding of the work of missionaries everywhere let us pay tribute to their 
pioneering work in the local languages. And let us participate by supporting them.

CANNONS AT MASS — Police used 
water cannons and clubs to disperse thousands 
of Chileans after some shouted slogans against 
military rule during a Mass at a Santiago 
cathedral Jan. 22. About 2,000 Chileans filled 
the cathedral, and about 1,000 stood outside 
the liturgy, Toward the end of the Mass, as the 
shouting started,. police fired on the crowd 
outside with two water cannons mounted on 
police trucks. Police moved away from the 
church, but continued attacking people on 
nearby ‘streets. Since November, Chile has 
been under a state of siege which strictly 
limited Chileans’ rights. 


SHOULDER BROKEN — Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin of Chicago suffered a broken 
right shoulder Jan. 22 when he fell on ice. The 
cardinal fell in a parking area while waiting for 
a meeting of the archdiocesan Presbyteral 
Senate at the Dominican Priory in River 
Forest. Cardinal Bernardin, 56, was taken by 
private car to nearby Oak Park Hospital, 
where his right arm and shoulder were put in a 
cast.

1973 court decision is still 
protested by pro-life groups

SAN DIEGO — God’s name was invoked not only by 
pro-life demonstrators, but by police who were called to 
‘‘preserve peace’ at the site of one commemoration of the 
Jan. 22, 1973 Roe vs. Wade Supreme Court decision 
legalizing abortion. 


Standing outside Dr. Edward E. Allred’s abortion 
clinic Jan. 22 amidst about 400  placard-carrying 
protestors, San Diego police Sgt. R.F. Frank said the 
clinic was closed, and quickly added, ‘“Thank God.” 


ALTHOUGH SGT. Frank said he was not 
anticipating any violence, he admitted he would have 
been far more concerned if Dr. Allred had tried to 
conduct business Jan. 22: 


There were no incidents of violence in the peaceful 
protest, called by the Right to Life Council. A nationwide 
fear that the violence directed at abortion facilities in 1984 
might spill over into 1985 was unfounded — at least in 
San Diego. 


Some ‘protestors recited the rosary aloud as they walked 
in a circle inside the parking lot. Others talked with 
friends and acquaintances. Still others were silent during 
the protest — which lasted a little more than two hours. 


THE VARIETY of pro-life attitudes was evident in 
the signs toted in the procession. Some participants 
carried poster-sized photo reproductions of doctors who 
perform abortions; the placards included the doctor’s 
given name and indictments like ‘‘baby killer.’’? Many 
posters likened abortionists to Nazis.

“to show my dislike 
for legalized abortion.”’

Motives varied for attending the march. Father Sam 
Cordileone, associate pastor of St. Martin of Tours parish 
in La Mesa, attended, ‘‘So I could sleep at night — I have 
to be doing something to end abortion for my own peace 
of mind.”’ 


LINDA TYNER of Oceanside, a member of 
Vineyard Christian Fellowship of Escondido, attended 
‘‘because I felt like it was necessary to be here. It was the 
least I could do...I think that life in all forms should be 
cherished.”’ 


No one interviewed by Southern Cross at the march 
approved of the fire bombings and acts of violence 
perpetrated last year on abortion facilities.

Rose Brundridge, a Holy Spirit parishioner and 
mother of five, thinks the perpetrators of violence act out 
of a sense of frustration and impatience.

IT WAS the first time the council picketed Allred’s 
facility, Smyth said. The Right to Life Council favors 
political action over public demonstrations, she added.

- case in the court of public opinion rather than the liberal 


courts.”’ 


Joe Bauer, an outspoken abortion foe, attended the 
rally. Earlier that day he spoke about the issue on KFMB- 
AM radio, where he is part of the morning comedy team. 
He encouraged listeners to ‘‘get off the fence’’ and study 
the issue. 

A few years ago he gave a ‘‘calm, light, two-minute”’ 
presentation encouraging listeners to oppose abortion. 
However, he now questions what good that accomplished. 
His radio station had to grant two minutes of ‘‘equal 
time’’.to abortion supporters. 


HIS WORDS this year will not require granting equal 
time, he said, because he only asked people to examine 
the issue. He believes that once people sift through the 
propaganda and try to understand the issue they will 
become pro-life.

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Extraordinary Synod called 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Here is an NC News translation of 
the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s Italian-language 
announcement of an extraordinary Synod of Bishops Jan. 25 at 
the end of Mass at the Basilica of St. Paul-Outside-the-Walls. 


At the end of this eucharistic celebration of the feast of the 
conversion of St. Paul, which finds us gathered here by the 
glorious tomb of the apostle, at the conclusion of the octave of 
prayer for Christian unity, an event comes to the consciousness 
of each one of us. This year marks the 20th anniversary of the 
conclusion of the Second Vatican Council, the first 
announcement of which, we well recall, was given by my 
predecessor John XXIII of venerable memory exactly here in 
this basilica, on this same date, Jan. 25, 1959. 


The Second Vatican Council remains the fundamental event 
in the life of the contemporary Church. It was fundamental for 
deepening of the wealth entrusted to her by Christ. In -her-and 
through her he extends and imparts to mankind the mysterium 
salutis, the mystery of salvation, the work of redemption. It was 
fundamental for fruitful contact with the contemporary world for 
the purpose of evangelization and dialogue at all levels and with 
all people of upright conscience. I had the special grace of 
participating in the council and actively collaborating in its 
development. For me the Second Vatican Council has always 
been — in a particular fashion during: these years of my 
pontificate — the constant reference point of every pastoral 
action, with conscious commitment to translate its directives into 
concrete, faithful action, at the level of every church and of the 
whole Church. 


We must ceaselessly refresh ourselves at that source, and all 
the more when meaningful dates, such as those of this year, grow 
near, and stir memories and emotions from that truly historic 
event. 


Today, therefore, on the feast day of the conversion of St. Paul, 
with deep joy and emotion, I call an extraordinary general 
assembly of the Synod of Bishops, which will be celebrated from 
Nov. 25 through Dec. 8 of the present year, and in which the 


_patriarchs and a number of archbishops of the eastern churches 


and presidents of all episcopal conferences on the five continents 
will take part. 


The aim of this initiative is not only that of commemorating 
the Second Vatican Council 20 years after its conclusion, but is 
also and above all: to revive in some way the extraordinary 
atmosphere of ecclesial communion which characterized that 
ecumenical assembly, through mutual participation in sufferings 
and joys, struggles and hopes, which are the body of Christ’s in 
the various parts of the search; to exchange and deepen 
experiences and information concerning application of the 
council at the level of the universal church and the particular 
churches; to favor further deepening and constant application of 
the Second Vatican Council into the Church’s life, also in the 
light of the new needs. I attribute particular importance to this 
extraordinary assembly of the synod. That is the reason why I 
have chosen to make public-announcement of it in this basilica 
today, here where announcement of the ecumenical council of 
our century first resounded. The intention moving me follows in 
the line of that of my venerated predecessors John XXIII and 
Paul VI: to contribute to that ‘‘renewal of thoughts, activities, 
behavior, and moral force and joy and hope; which was the very 
same purpose of the council’? (Teachings of Paul VI, II, 1965, p. 
746). 

From now on I entrust realization of the extraordinary Synod 
of Bishops to the prayers of the Church and the powerful 
intercession of Sts. Peter and Paul, and with you above all I 
implore the immaculate Virgin, mother of the Church, that she 
may assist us in this hour and obtain for us that fidelity to Christ 
of which she is the incomparable model through her readiness to 
be “‘the handmaid of the Lord,’’ and through her constant 
openness to the Word of God (cf. Lk. 1:38; 2:19, 51). In this total 
fidelity and perseverance the Church of today wills to pursue her 
way toward the third millenium of history, in the midst of 
mankind and with it, sharing in men’s own hopes. and 
expectations, following the path traced out by the Second 
Vatican Council, and always listening to ‘‘what the Spirit says to 
the churches’’ (Rv. 2:7, 11, 17, 29; 3:6, 13).

There is a movie that was released a few weeks ago in which 
Santa Claus was an axe murderer. Pretty gross. Protesters 
immediately appeared at almost every theatre across the country 
where it was being shown, and it was recently withdrawn from 
distribution. So much for that. 


I’m sure I would not have seen it even if it had not been

removed. I’m just not ‘‘into’’ horror films, at all. Obviously, 
however, a lot of people are. 


Neither do I have any particular argument with those 
who organized the protests and threw up the picket lines. I would 
not have joined them on this one, but I’ve participated in enough 
protests and honored too many picket lines in my lifetime to be in 
the position to tell those. who carried this one off that they were 
out of line. 


But there is something about the matter that does concern me. 
Phil Donohue had the producer and a couple of the protest 
leaders on his show last week. The sparks flew. It was a made-to- 
order issue for his kind of program. Lots of heat and very little 
light. Not much in the way of reasonable discussion, but: an 
audience-grabber, I’m sure. 


Late in the show, one woman in the audience addressed a 
question to the beleaguered producer. I tuned in late and didn’t 
catch his name, but from the context of the question I assume 
that he was Jewish. ‘‘If,’’ she said with a snarl, ‘‘one of the 
sacred symbols of Judaism had been portrayed as an axe 
murderer, wouldn’t you have considered that anti-Semitic?’ An 
overwhelming majority of the studio audience loudly applauded 
the question/assertion. 


Now that does bother me. I can get my hackles up over that. 
She didn’t specifically say that.Santa Claus is one of the sacred 
symbols of Christianity, but I felt her intention was clear. To 
portray Jolly Ol’ Saint Nick as a pathological killer is anti- 
Christian. 


If this is indicative of the level of Biblical literacy and 
theological sophistication in this country, we’re a lot worse off 
than I had imagined. Santa Claus a symbol of Christianity, 
indeed.

The Church’s abortion teaching 


Q: Has the Church changed its teaching on abortion? The 
evening news frequently reports that the majority of 
Catholics are in favor of abortion. F urthermore, some nuns 
and priests, when interviewed, also sound very pro-abortion. 
Can this be true? 


A: Your question raises several separate issues. First of all, the 
Church has not changed its teaching on abortion, even in the 


. slightest. As recently as Nov. 15, 1984, the bishops of the United 


States affirmed the Church’s traditional teaching on abortion. It 
is the Church’s ‘‘clear and constant teaching ... that deliberately 
chosen abortion is objectively immoral,’’ they’ said. 
Furthermore, the bishops strongly stated that “legitimate 
freedom of conscience’’ requires the formation of conscience in 
accord with the truth of the Gospel message as handed on in the 
constant teaching of the Church.’’ 


Secondly, it is important to remember that the media 
sometimes manipulate statistics for their own purposes. Thus, 
questions are sometimes phrased to confuse people and to elicit 
predetermined responses. Also, many people identify themselves 
as “‘Catholic’? when their connection. with the Church _ is 
extremely tenuous or downright non-existent. It is impossible to 
believe that Catholics who take their faith seriously could 
indiscriminately describe themselves as ‘‘pro-abortion.”’ 


Thirdly, there are very few renegade priests who dispute the 
Church’s authoritative teaching. Most recently, a group of these 
so-called ‘‘dissenters’’ was admonished by the Holy See. 
Unfortunately, it seems that most of this fringe group is refusing 
to recant its erroneous position. The issue here is not freedom of 
conscience. Rather, this small group claims that Catholics can 
legitimately hold a pro-abortion position. Such a statement is 
knowingly and blatantly false and scandalous. For this reason, 
the Holy See found it necessary to intervene. If they refuse to 
recant, it seems probable that these ‘‘dissenters’’ will be 
punitively expelled from their religious congregations, in full 
accord with Church law.

Having recently had the pleasure of baby-sitting 
grandchildren for a couple of weeks, I was vociferously 
reminded how very early in life we begin to refuse to 
accept responsibility for our actions! There are, it seems, 
always extenuating circumstances, always another person 
whose “‘fault’’ it is that we do things which may be 
reprehensible or at least, unkind. : 


I may be vindicated for losing my temper and punching 
my sister hard enough to make her cry because ‘‘she 
started it!’’ I may be absolved from blame after wrecking 
my brother’s room because ‘‘he threw: something into 
mine, first.’’ I could be late for school because my mother 
forgot to remind me to set my alarm or left homework 
uncompleted because my parents made me do the dishes. 


IT IS a habit that sits very comfortably with us. We 
carry it into adulthood and now psychoanalysis has 
legitimized it. We may find reasons for all of our 
aberrations in influences and conditioning from our past, 
and it is a great temptation to also find excuses. But there 
is a difference in understanding the circumstances which 
may have led up to our responses and presuming that they 
remove our responsibility for the way in which we 
respond. 


I remember clearly how irritated I would be when one 
or other of my children would try to evade culpability for 
some misdemeanor by crying, “‘He made me do it!’’ No 
one, I would reply, can ever make anyone else do what 


From the Archives

In January 1876, Father Anthony D. Ubach addressed 
a communication to the trustees of the city of San Diego 
requesting that they set aside a piece of land for a 
cemetery. Accordingly, the city set aside in Mission Hills 
10 acres of land purchased at $50 per acre from Joseph S. 
Manasse. By ordinance, five acres were designated as a 
Catholic cemetery and five as a Protestant cemetery. The 
Catholic section was placed under the exclusive control of 
the parish of the Immaculate Conception in Old Town. 
The Protestant section was never used and is today a 
residential area with a public elementary school on the 
boundary line of the cemetery. 


No perpetual care fund had been set up for the Catholic 
section, so maintenance became a problem from the early 
1900’s. In 1930, the San Diego diocese, then under the 
jurisdiction of Los Angeles, requested that the city 
improve the looks of the cemetery which had become a 
painful sight. The city used WPA (Works Progress 
Administration) funds to construct a wall around it. The 
wall was blessed with a commemorative event Oct. 13, 
1939. The improvement cost the city $12,000. San Diego 
paid $1,500 and Albert Mayrhofer paid $1,500. The 
monuments were cleaned. Bishop Charles Francis Buddy 


Ins and Outs

Courses in scripture, theology, canon law, homiletics 
‘are given to a seminarian; all are necessary to help him be 
pastoral and preach the word. But rarely is he taught the 
skills of group dynamics necessary for committee and 
group work. Yet the modern Religious and cleric, from 
nuns, through priests, to bishops, are like the modern 
corporate person: committee-oriented. It is surprising this 
important facet of life for a religious leader is left 
untaught, or subject to learning by trial and error. 


A committee is a human structure; a process by which 
humans, either elected or natural leaders in a 
bureaucracy, win assent, consent or achieve goals. Many 
skills are needed in the process; it is not reason, good will, 
nor mere weight of arguments that carry the day. 
Feelings, sentiments and emotions are also needed to 
convince others; these can handicap some. 


PROFESSOR F.G. Bailey of the University of 
California, San Diego, makes this point in The Tactical 
Uses of Passion, in his study in the dynamics of committee 
meetings. This field is not new to him; he has been here 
before with another work: Stratagems and Spoils. He 
appears fascinated with the political (i.e., the art of the 
possible) use of rhetoric in small groups. 


Bailey’s book, written mostly for people in the social 
sciences, provides interesting insight into human 
interaction in committees and their workings. He 
distinguishes, for example, between the different kinds of 
“*selves’’ when a person sits at a meeting. The actor wants 


they do not want to do. There is always a time when we 
choose to do what they want. 


My sons love to argue that one! What about torture? 


‘What about if your life is threatened? What if a person 


blackmails you? What if ...? But alas, for them! Even 
under extreme duress there is always that moment of 
choice, that moment of consent. We weigh the 
alternatives and decide our course of action — not always 
in total freedom of will perhaps, but it is always our 
choice. 


IT SOUNDS a hard thing to say, but there is nothing 
judgmental about it. Our choices are our own and unique 
to us. Even when the circumstances are the same, no one 
else will have alternatives identical to mine because no 
one else is identical to me. When we are very young we 
can be easily intimidated — there is so little we truly 
believe in and we are already dominated by fear and 
insecurity. But older, we have: our own values and some 
of them are important enough to us even to die for — 
some are not, That is our choice. 


Of course, accepting responsibility for what we are and 
do is not a merely passive attitude. It puts the onus for 
positive development and growth right where it belongs 
— on us. My depression and poor self-esteem may have 
its roots in my parents’ disposition and habits of 
parenting, but whether I remain contemplating the navel 
of my past or stand to take responsibility for my future 1s

celebrated Mass November 26, followed by a civic 
program. Mayor Percy J. Benbough spoke. St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral choir sang and band music was furnished 
before and after the celebration by the Bonham Brothers 
Boys’ Band. 


FOUR TIMES yearly, the park division cleared the 
weeds, picked up litter and cleared the results of 
vandalism.

‘Pioneer Memorial Park.’’ This would entail the 
removal of all the headstones and monuments with 
replacement of a central memorial honoring those 
interred there. Landscaping and irrigation would be 
provided to achieve a park-like effect. 


to present one self (calm, dedicated, reasonable) to his 
fellows in the group, but he is really a multiplicity of 
persons. 


There is the ‘‘silly self’? who appears in the kidding 
around at the beginning and at the end of the meeting. 
(It’s his way of saying, ‘‘Now this isn’t the real me; I’m 
not working yet but letting off steam.’’) There is the 
‘moral self,’’ not really involved in the debate, but the 
compelling reason for his presence. (There are some 
things the moral person will: not do, even to gain his 
purpose. Or some things he will not ordinarily do, but if the 
stakes are high, he may be called to do to win his point.) 


THERE IS the ‘‘civic self”’ or the ‘‘divine.self.’’ Both 
say, ‘‘I am here for a higher good, for society, for the 
community, for the honor of God, for the good of God’s 
people.’’ These various selves will be presented to the 
other members by the posture he presents, his behavior, 
and are part of the meeting’s dynamics. 


Bailey’s point is, that on committees, reason is not what 
wins; emotions must be used to play upon the emotions of 
others. In the committee arena, reason and the passions 
are not mutually exclusive nor.evenly balanced. The 
passions are top, for purpose implies a goal and while the 
goal involves reason, it involves passion more. 


‘This is hard to accept for a religious person involved in 
committees, who is there for the cause of God, His 
people, or “‘the salvation of souls.’’ Don’t we all want to

very much my own decision. 


It seems very unfair to childish understanding to insist 
that the ‘‘bad’’ act should stand on its own, regardless of 
provocation, but I think it is a healthy approach. A wrong 
is not less wrong because someone committed it first. I am 
as responsible for it as if I had introduced it into the 
world! Evil is not less evil when it is perpetrated under 
pressure or threat. How we react when provoked is very 
much the measure of our humanness; by that I mean the 
humanness we inherit from God in the person of Jesus. 


IF. WE are to grow into God’s image of us, and that is 
the only reason I can think of why we are gifted with life, 
we cannot blame others for ourselves. We cannot abdicate 
responsibility for the things we do or say and the kinds of 
people we are. When people congratulate me on my 
children and add, ‘‘Of course, it is all due to their 
parents,’’ I cannot help relying, ‘‘No, it is all due to them 
and the choices they have made and decided to live with.”’ 
If they did not congratulate me but commiserated, the 
answer would still be valid, I believe. 


The devil in others would have no power over us if it 
were not for the devil in each of us and surely the same 
applies to the good? But then, we are seldom moved to 
cast honor for the good we do onto someone else — and 
rightly! Not all our choices are bad! 


Permission of the Church was necessary before 
construction of the project could begin. The city of San 
Diego requested a quitclaim deed of the cemetery 
property from the bishop. The question arose as to the 
relationship between the plot owners and the Church. It 
was learned that the Old Calvary records were in the 
custody of the superintendent of Mt. Hope Cemetery 
since the 1930’s. 


THE RECORDS were not too clear on contracts and 
charges. They contained no correspondence between city 
officials and the bishop of San Diego. 


The ‘quitclaim deed was drawn up and signed by 
Bishop Francis J. Furey on March 27, 1968, stating that 
the Church quitclaim to the city of San Diego, all its right, 
title and interest in and to all, the property described as 
North Florence Heights, on the south side of Washington 
Place, between Portola Place and Randolph Street. 


Residents and organizations in the Mission Hills area 
requested that the ‘‘Pioneer Park’’ development be 
accelerated, so the city’s capital improvement program 
included $22,200 for the project in the 1968-69 fiscal year.

do what God, the Church, asks of us? Is that not all that’s 
required? Not at all. What is needed is skill, the art of 
persuasion. 


AS BAILEY describes it, his ‘‘elite committee’’ fits 
most Church-related bodies. The members are not 
answerable to outside constituencies; collectively they 
answer to a higher entity, to God, to themselves and their 
‘principles or to the Church. 


They are special; no one should doubt their good 
intentions or good purposes, for above all other kinds of 
human meetings, their work is carrying out God’s will. 
These members take their faith and work seriously. They 
may joke, but not very much. They cannot reveal serious 
internal dissension, but must cover over. For this there 
exists what Bailey calls ‘‘the code,’’ the written or 
unwritten ways of speaking, addressing the issue, talking 
about things. New members have to learn the code. They’ 
will be told at first, ‘“but the matter is more complicated 
than that,’’ which nicely says, ‘‘You don’t really know 
the code.”’ 


The point made here is that persons on such church 
committees may not have learned the whys and 
wherefores of committee work. Worse: to even suggest 
that these activities are taking place scandalizes them for 
they are doing God’s work! True, but they must achieve it 
in a very human way. It had better be a way we have 
studied well how to use to the best advantage.

‘““customers’’ came — some prostitutes, some suicidal — 
all received free meals and stayed as long as they wished. 
He ministered to them from 7 a.m. until midnight for two 
years. 


CHARLIE AND his wife, Jeanne, agreed to give away 
their home and its valuable furnishings. Then came his 
startling announcement to Jeanne, ‘‘I’m going to hit the 
road for Jesus,’’ and her response, ‘‘Praise the Lord.’’ 


By 1977 he had completed the diaconate program, but 
his bishop advised him to become an evangelist instead. 
Osburn learned to fly a single-engine plane and hit the 
skies to preach in Catholic churches — 1,000 in the last 
five years. 


Kramar, daughter of an Assembly of God minister, has 
been on the evangelists’ trail since her teen years. She felt 
the Lord calling her to a special ministry while being 
prayed for in a religious youth camp near Big Bear Lake. 


LATER, SHE and her father headed for Los Angeles’ 
skid row and soup kitchens where they spread the Good 
News that Jesus understands what it is to be down and 
out. Sometimes Marilynn delivered the message of God’s 
love in song. 


She married a Christian at age 18 and attended an 
Assembly of God Bible School with her husband. Feeling 
led to evangelize in Latin America, they learned Spanish 
in Guadalajara, Mexico. 


While preaching in Colombia, South America, they 
were surprised to see how few.Catholics there attended 
Mass regularly and wanted to convert them to the 
Assembly of God Church, ‘‘an intention typical of their 
ministers,’’ Marilynn said. At the same time their 
friendship with some Carmelite nuns made them curious 


about the Catholic Church. 


THEY RETURNED to the US. to study the Catholic 
faith to better understand the Colombians. After a year of 
meeting with a priest, ‘“Jesus’ truth took on a whole new 
meaning for me,’’ Marilynn said. ‘‘When I experienced 
the body and blood of Christ, everything changed in my 
lifes? 


The Kramars resigned from their 15-year ministry in - 
the Assembly of God Church and made their profession of 


faith in the Catholic Church. They asked the blessing of 
Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los Angeles who

THE TEACHING of Christian stewardship, Father ° 
Kraft said, acknowledges that everything people have — 
time, talent, treasure — was entrusted to them by God. 
“‘We’re administrators of these (gifts) and the time is 
coming when we will be accountable for them,’’ he said. 


“A good Christian steward returns some (gifts) to God 
in thanksgiving — in due proportion to what has been 
received,’’ Father Kraft said. One should not return the 
“‘leftovers, but a proportionate amount in thanksgiving to 
God for supporting the works of Christian ministers,’’ he 
added. ,

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Four main ‘fallacies’ 
in pastoral ‘attacks’

Nothing the bishops of the United States have said or 
done within the past 50 years has caused so much ridicule 
or verbal abuse than their recent letter on economics. 
This is a very promising sign. Had the bishops really 
written something stupid, everyone would have politely 
ignored it so as not to cause them embarrassment. But the 
fact that so many have reacted so strongly means the 
‘bishops must have said something true to have touched so 
many raw nerves. 

One can see four major fallacies underlying their 
attacks, 


THE FIRST is that they appeal to the separation of 
church and state. They accuse the bishops of trying to 
unduly influence government. Yet these same people are

strangely silent when the Rev. Jesse Jackson runs for 
president, the Rev. Jerry Falwell organizes the Moral 
Majority, or a group of rabbis speak out for more aid for 
Israel. ( 


Why is it that just the Catholic Church must keep 
silent? There is still in the hearts of many that anti- 
Catholic bigotry which prompted signs reading, ‘‘Help 
Wanted: Irish and Catholics need not apply.”’ 


The second fallacy is that the bishops are not 
economists, and should therefore keep silent on this 
subject. It is true. The bishops are not economists. They 
are moral teachers. But it is also equally true that 
economists are not moral teachers. History has shown 
that where the ‘laws’ of economy or politics rule without 
morality, the world finds itself in serious difficulty. Where 
moral teachers are silent or ignored, disaster follows. 


THREE RECENT examples of this are our own Civil 
War in 1860, the Russian Revolution and the rise of 
Communism in 1917, and the rise of Adolf Hitler which 
led to the Second World War and the slaughter of so 
many millions of Jews. The- causes of all three of these 
terrible events lay in the social injustice of the prevailing 
economy. 


The third fallacy attacks the bishops’ plea to 
redistribute the wealth. It is not right, they say, to take 
money from those who work hard and give it to those who 
don’t. After all, St. Paul did say those who don’t work 
should not eat. 


But the truth is that those with the most wealth are not 
the ones working the hardest. The ones working the 
hardest are those trying to support a family on $4 or $5 an 
hour. These are the field workers, those in non-unionized 
shops, the common laborers. It is amazing how many 
employers expect maximum work for minimum wages. 


THE LAST fallacy is the most insidious of all. They 
accuse the bishops of being un-American and being only 
one or two steps away from communism or socialism. 
America, they argue, grew wealthy because of the vast 
natural resources that were here for the taking. The 
catalyst which promoted this was freedom, not greed. 
There is a difference. 


A knowledge of early American history shows that 
far from being greedy, the pilgrims, the pioneers and the 
settlers werg, most generous and supportive of one 
another. The greedy man, the miser, was looked down 
upon and despised. If anything, the bishops are trying to 
get back to that early American spirit which said that if we 
just work together, there is plenty for everyone. 


What are the bishops trying to say? They are saying 
that in a nation as wealthy as ours, there is no reason for 
poverty or unemployment or hunger. Furthermore, we 
should be willing to share our wealth with other nations 
where there is not only poverty, but destitution, not only 
hunger, but starvation and death. 


THIS IS neither socialism nor communism. It is 
Christianity. What most do not realize is that 
communism and capitalism are much more closely related 
than imagined. 

What is the essential point of capitalism in its purest 
form? It states that wealth has rights of its own which are 
superior to human rights. Money is productive of itself, 
and the only rights workers have are their contracts with 
the owners. Their salary is based neither on the dignity of 
the worker nor the quality of the work, but on the number 
of workers available and who will work the cheapest. 


An example of this attitude of the superiority of 
property rights over human rights occurred during the 
Vietnam War. Those young men who went to Canada to 
avoid the draft were loudly condemned by society. 
Whether they went because of cowardice or conscience is 
beside the point.

if necessary. Yet, during the same time, some Hollywood 
stars and other wealthy people took out Swiss citizenship 
openly for tax breaks. This did not become a public issue. 
They were not expected to give their wealth in the same 
patriotic fervor as others were expected to give their lives. 


I am not speaking for or against those draft dodgers. I 
am merely pointing out the incongruity of property rights 
over human rights. 


Communism, on the other hand, states that labor has 
the absolute right to all the profits of its toil. From each 
according to his ability. To each according to his need. 
They argue that owners have no right whatsoever because 
they amassed their wealth by immoral means in the first 
place. 


COMMUNISM COULD never exist in reality 
because if no person owned anything, then the state 
would own everything which would’*mean that ‘the 
government officials would become the virtual owners. In 
time, they would devise ways to obtain the same material 
privileges as the present day capitalists. 


In short, both captialism and communism are founded 
upon the same principle — greed. The haves are saying, 
‘“‘We want more,”’ and the have-nots are saying, ‘‘String 
up the rascals, and take what they have.’’ 


The bishops are saying something opposed to both. 
They are saying, along with our founding fathers, that 
man is endowed with certain inalienable rights. These 
rights are founded upon the dignity of man — not upon 
his property or labor. There is a human minimum below 
which we, as Christians, must not let others sink. 


ST. PAUL did not say that he who does not work 
should not eat (II Thes. 3: 10). He was talking about a 
lazy, good-for-nothing lout. But it does not follow that the 
9 percent-plus unemployment rate means that there are 9 
percent-plus who are lazy, good-for-nothing louts. 


There simply are not enough jobs to go around, and 
this is not their fault. Human dignity demands that we as 
a nation do not let this situation continue. 


Up to this point, no Catholic in good faith can reject 
what the bishops have said. It has been said too often by 
the teaching authority of the Church, from Pope Leo XIII 
down to our own present Pope John Paul II. 


THE BISHOPS have also proposed certain 
suggestions on how the above might be accomplished. 
Since it is only a first draft, these suggestions are open for 
debate and discussion. But they may not be lightly 


dismissed out of hand. Someone must first come up with a. 


better idea on how to protect human dignity. 


I am afraid that the detractors of the bishops do not 
want to come up with a better idea. They just want things 
to go along as they have been going. Like the “South 
wanted slavery to keep going. Like the Russian 
aristocracy wanted to keep its privileges. Like Germany 
applauded Hitler for his idea of the master race. 


As Catholics, we can be very proud of the stand taken 
by our bishops. They have ignited the light, which, in 
Christ, will help us all to see more clearly.

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After receiving Fray Junfpero Serra’s 
representacién, Viceroy Bucareli called a 
meeting of the viceregal council to 
consider the points spelled out by the 
presidente. On May 13, Serra was 
informed that his’ proposals had been 
mostly approved. 


Serra felt he had obtained everything 
he had asked for; still more important, he 
had gained a powerful and benevolent 
friend at court who would be useful and 
cooperative in the coming years. 


MOST SIGNIFICANT of the 
council’s grants to Serra was that ‘“‘the 
government, control and education of the 
baptized Indians should belong 
exclusively to the missionaries.’’ The 
friars were to have a parental relationship 
with the Indians in economic affairs, in 
correction and in education. 


Pedro Fages was removed from office, 
to be replaced by Fernando Rivera de 
Moncada. The overland expeditions were 
to be undertaken, immoral soldiers were 
to be removed upon the request of a 
missionary, prices would be regulated 
and weights standardized. The padres’

their official correspondence would enjoy 
government frankage.

Serra’s request for 100 soldiers was

Another session of 
the viceregal body was called to consider 
everything that had been negotiated since 
the first meeting. 


IN A NOTE to his nephew, Serra said, 
‘His Excellency has attended to all my 
requests and has granted as much as I 
have asked for. Through this, I hope, 
with God’s help, a speedy and enlarged 
expansion of our holy Faith and of the 
dominions of our Catholic Monarch.” 


Serra’s busy months in Mexico City 
were coming to a close. He had taken care 
of a great variety of business. Among 
other things, he had one of the more 
famous painters of the time, Joseph Paez, 
do oil paintings of the patron saints of the 
California missions. 


When the presidente was ready to leave 
for California, the College of San 
Fernando took care of him, for there were 
misgivings as.to whether he would reach 
his destination. The guardian gave him as 
companion Fray Pablo de Mugartegui 
who, at the time, was to serve as chaplain 
of a new frigate bound for California 
waters. Serra set out on his journey in 


Fr. Karl Rahner's ‘farewell gift’ reviewed 


Prayers for a Lifetime, by Karl Rahner, 
edited by Albert Raffelt. Crossroad (New 
York, 1984)! 175 pp. $12.50.

Prayers For A_ Lifetime appeared 
originally on the occasion of Father 
Rahner’s 80th birthday, and his death 
shortly thereafter turned this birthday 
present into a farewell gift. 


This work contains 44 prayers for all 
phases of Father Rahner’s life and 
includes eight previously unpublished 
prayers including what is believed to be 
the final prayer he composed, ‘‘Prayer for 


prayers these are entitled to bé subjective, 
possibly rendering the author vulnerable 
as they express human emotion, but they 
should rather be viewed as one man’s 
journey as a Christian, Jesuit, retreat 
master, philosopher and theologian. 


There is a special richness in the 
prayers concerning Christ’s passion and 
the meditative prayers on the seven last 
words of Christ. While they are 
appropriate at any time their suitability 
for prayer on Good Friday is obvious. 


Catholic priests will immediately 
identify in a very personal way with the 
‘‘Prayer on the Eve of Ordination’’ and 


the more expansive challenge included in 
his final prayer for the reunion of all 
Christians. : 


FATHER ALFONS Klein, provincial 
of the South German province of the 
Society of Jesus, delivering the funeral 
sermon for Father Rahner, recalled his 
words: ‘‘If in my life I have done’a little 
bit to help a few people to dare address 
God, to think of Him, to believe in Him, 
to hope and to love — then, I think my 
life has been worthwhile.”’ 

Father Haskin is episcopal vicar for 
administration in the Diocese of Burlington, Vt. 


September 1773. 

BEFORE LEAVING, Serra asked 
permission to do what he had done 24 
years earlier when he left Palma, namely, 
to perform an act of humility and of 
esteem toward all his brethren assembled 
in community. He received permission to 
kiss the feet of all, from first to last, 
begging pardon for all the faults he might 
have committed. 


Serra asked his brethren to commend 
him to God for they would never see his 
face again. ‘‘In California is my life,’’ he 
had once written, ‘‘and God willing, 
there I hope to die.”’ 


His biographer later wrote that ‘‘he 
touched the hearts of all in such a way that 
they shed copious tears. They were 
edified at his great humility and fervor in 
undertaking so long a journey at an 
advanced age and in such poor health that 
he was almost unable to stand.”’ 


HE WAS off again, but not -before 
writing his nephew to report that “‘I am 
restored to health and am brought back 
... and feel ready to set out on my journey 
back to that vineyard of the Lord.”’

Parents warned about 
TV’s influence on children

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Parents should be alert to 
the influence television has on their children in order to 
fulfill their roles as primary teachers, a theologian wrote 
in the Jan. 20 edition of L’Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican newspaper. 


Italian Father Gino Concetti, in an article titled ‘‘The 
Responsibility of Television Operators,’” also said that 
parents do not worry enough about the power of 
television. 


HE SAID that ‘‘parents who do not 
profess a true and authentic faith, who do 
not live out their moral and religious 
beliefs, who are not aware of the influence 
of television on their children, lack what is 
needed to be true educators.”’ 


Father Concetti warned of two TV 
dangers. 


The first, he said, is in programming. 


“PROGRAMS NOT chosen. with 
rigorous pedagogical and formative 
criteria. carve themselves into the 
consciousness of youths, weakening their 
defenses and creating. a culture’ or 
mentality not conducive to and worthy of 
the dignity and personality of the 
viewer,’’ he said.

Washington Letter

WASHINGTON (NC) — Hardly had Congress 
returned to Washington before a spate of proposed 
legislation went into the hopper in both chambers, 
including proposals against abortion. 


Two senators introduced anti-abortion constitutional 
amendments — identical in key wording — on Jan. 22, 
the anniversary of the Supreme Court decision legalizing 
abortion. ; 


THE PROPOSED aniendments, S.J. Res. 19, 
sponsored by Sen. Jake Garn, R-Utah, and S.J. Res. 21, 
offered by Sen. Charles E. Grassley, R-Iowa, 
respectively, both specify: 


“*’,.The word ‘person’ as used in...the Constitution of 
the United States applies to all human beings irrespective 
of age, health, function or condition of dependency, 
including their unborn offspring at every stage of their 
biological development. 


“‘No unborn person shall be deprived of life by any 
person, provided, however, that nothing in this article 
shall prohibit a law permitting.only those medical 
procedures required to prevent the death of the mother.’’ 


THE ONLY difference in the two measures is a minor, 
technical change in language of the last, non-substantive 
amendment section on states and federal government 
enactment of related legislation. 


Garn told his colleagues that, on Jan. 22, “‘it is fitting 
that we join together on this anniversary to both censure 
the (Supreme) Court’s grievous error and to mourn the 
deaths of those miilions of unborn children who have 


- become victims of it.’’ He said the amendment, if passed 
»up , 


would ‘“‘allow the Constitution to-once again protect the 
lives of unborn children....”’

Grassley, in a similar vein, said that ‘‘protection of 
innocent human life is...the right most worthy of 
inclusion in the Constitution.’’ 


NO DOUBT the inclusion by Grassley and Garn of 
language to permit abortion if the mother’s life is 
threatened will be duly noted by pro-lifers. Such a life-of- 
the-mother exception has caused dissension among pro- 
lifers before and the White House recently had to clarify 
its position on it. ? 

During his remarks to. pro-life marchers, President 
Reagan said he, too, supported the so-called Paramount 
Human Life Amendment, a perennial proposed 
constitutional ban on abortion that does not provide a life- 
of-the-mother exception. The White House later said that 
is not what Reagan meant. 


Nellie Gray, president of the March for Life, has 
promoted the ‘‘paramount’’ amendment, arguing for no 
exceptions. 


AN ESSAY in her March for Life program book says 
that “‘the ‘exceptions clause for the life of the mother’ has 
been very damaging because some members of Congress 


- believe such statutory language is absolutely necessary to 


save the mother...’’; that ‘‘abortionists have cleverly 
pleaded for favoring the life of the mother over the life of a 
fetus’’; and that, in the past, “‘the abortionists were eager 
to see this one exception’’ so they could later add 
exceptions for rape and incest, ‘‘and on and on, until 
there was no stopping of abortion at all.”’

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Game linked to nine 


suicides and murders 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
adolescent role-playing game, Dungeons 
and Dragons (D & D) has been a major 
factor in causing at least nine suicides and 
murders, according to two public citizen 
groups. 

“Bothered About D & D,’’ founded by 
Pat Pulling, the mother of one of the 
victims, and the National Coalition on 
Television Violence have called for 
required warnings on all D & D game 
books and for counteradvertising to 


* inform the public about the game’s 


deadly effects. 


THE EVIDENCE presented by the 
citizen groups is based on police and 
newspaper reports as well as interviews 
with family members. These document a 
pattern of youths becoming deeply 
involved in D & D, a fantasy role-playing 
game that involves constant attack and 
counter-attack. Suicide notes . and 
numerous details connecting the deaths 
with the game have been found with 
victims. 


Pat Pulling, active in a campaign to get 
information out to.the public since her 
son’s death, said ‘‘the large majority of 
the information in D & D manuals is 
violence-oriented. It consists of detailed 
descriptions of killing, including satanic 
human sacrifices, assassination, ‘sadism, 
premeditated murder and curses - of 
insanity. Much of the material comes 
from demonology including witchcraft, 
the occult and evil monsters. The game 
details multiple curses of insanity 
including suicidal and homicidal mania.”’ 


Pulling’s 16-year-old son, Irving, shot 
himself through the heart hours after a D 
& D curse was placed on him during a 
game conducted at his Virginia high 
school. 

The TSR Dungeon Master’s Guide 
notes, for instance: ‘‘ ‘Suicidal Mania’: 
This form of insanity causes the afflicted 
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character to have overwhelming urges to 
destroy himself or herself whenever 
means are presented; a perilous situation, 
a weapon or anything else. The more 
dangerous the situation or item, the more 
likely the individual is to react self- 
destructively.”’ 


The game details sado-masochism, 
homicidal mania and delusional insanity 
in similar ways. It encourages players to 
put themselves in the roles of their 
characters. To aid this it notes, “‘As 
Dungeon Master (the game leader), you 
will have to assume the role of the insane 
character whenever the madness strikes, 
for most: players will not be willing to go 
so far.”’ 


D & D is played in groups under the 
direction of a Dungeon Master who has 
designed the dungeons and the hostile 
forces that will be encountered. It is 
primarily played by males, ages 12-20, 
and is the most popular of many similar 
war and mystical fantasy games available. 
There are an estimated 3 to 4 million 
players in the U.S. 


THE GAME lasts for months and even 
years with the goal being not to get killed 
and to accumulate as much power as 
possible. Power is earned by the murder 
of enemies and monsters, etc. The players 
can be ‘‘good”’ or ‘‘evil’’ and develop in 
each game as it progresses. Players are 
encouraged to identify with their own 
character in the game. Some players 
prefer to be called by their D & D name at 
school. 


The game entails various attacks, 
assassinations, spying, theft and 
poisonings. A number of monsters from 
horror and demonology are involved 
including 22 types of satanic demons and 
devils. Combat armor, medieval 
weaponry, spells and curses, and many 
forms of mental attack are involved.

flying carpets and brooms, charms, ESP, 
mental telepathy and wizards fill the 
game. Players can be cursed with 20 
different types of insanity. 


Dr. Thomas Radecki, psychiatrist at 
the University of [Illinois School of 
Medicine and chairman of NCTV said, 
“‘The evidence in these cases is really 
quite impressive. There is no doubt in my 
mind that the game Dungeons & Dragons 
is causing young men to kill themselves 
and others. This game is one of non-stop 
combat and violence. Although I am sure 
that the people at TSR mean no harm, 
that is exactly what their games are 
causing. Based on player interviews and 
game materials, it is clear to me that this 
game is desensitizing players to violence 
and causing an increased tendency to 
violent behavior. 


‘“‘WHILE TSR, with its millions of 
dollars in profits, can find some 
psychologists and psychiatrists to applaud 
its violence, nine out of 10 expert 
aggression researchers with whom I have 
spoken about this game, expressed 
concern. All 10 stated that, in their 
opinions, based on entertainment 
violence research, the playing of violent 
games does cause an increased tendency 
toward violent behavior in many 
participants,’’ Radecki said. 


Radecki expressed concern that NBC 
psychologist, Dr. Joyce Brothers, Ph.D.,

continues to be the paid national 
spokesperson for Dungeons & Dragons, 
promoting it as healthy play. Brothers has 
stated, ‘“The game is very interesting to 
me because it is a cooperative game.”’ 


‘‘While Dungeons & Dragons is a game 
of cooperation and working together,”’ 
Radecki responded, ‘‘that cooperation 
involves cooperating in violence, 
premeditated murder and war. While it 
does stimulate creative fantasies, these 
fantasies are of killing and horror. 


“THE RESEARCH is overwhelming 
that violent entertainment is having a 
harmful effect on its participants,’’ he 
noted. ‘‘The changes are most often 
gradual and_ subtle, Radecki said. 


Pat Pulling and NCTV have asked the 
Commission for: 
required warnings on the covers of all 
Dungeon and Dragon books to warn that 
it has caused a number of suicides and 
murders; required counter-advertising 
before the CBS cartoon program and 
whenever D & D is being promoted to 
warn viewers about D & D and to get the 
Surgeon General’s message on 
entertainment violence out to people; and 
immediate funding by Congress of 
research into the impact of other violent 
games on players to help resolve any 
doubts and guide public action. 


SHOULD WE FIGHT IN FRONT OF THE CHILDREN 


One characteristic of healthy marriages is the ability to deal with differences in an open, 
honest manner. Occasional disagreements and even fights are very characteristic of 


normal relationships. 


As children grow up, they learn about marriage from observing the way their parents 
interact. If they see that arguments can lead to productive solutions, such fights will not be 
harmful. In fact, they may even help the children learn to be more honest and 


straightforward in their personal dealings. 


However, if parental fighting is more hostile than fair, more oriented toward blame and 
accusation than constructive resolution, it can be very disturbing. It is deeply painful for 
children to see parents hurting each other. If such experiences are part of the daily 
ambiance at home, they can have very negative psychological effects. If parents cannot 
control frequent destructive encounters, then it is their responsibility to seek professional 
help. This in itself will be helpful to the children.
